The 
figures on which this percentage is based are as follows : Deaths dur- 
ing the week ended December 21, 1907, numbered 743 against 847 
and 817 during the two preceding weeks, and was higher by 107 than 
the deaths occurring during the same week of 1906. Among the 
causes of deaths reported are: Cholera, 116; plague, 18; smallpox, 
2. The general health of the city was better during the week than 
during the previous two weeks, and better than it was during the 
same week of last year.
